The German journals, ercordivg to the Siecle are at the present 
moment exercising their imagination in foruspg plans for tbe re- 
тоде Пор of the шар of Earope. The following ingenious project 
for tbe foandatioa of German unity may be taken as а sample :— 
The King of Prussia would take the title of Emperer of Northern 
Germany, aud Francis Joseph that of Emperor of Southern Ger- 
many. ‘The former empire would especial!y include the Protestant 
portion of the country. comprising the present territury of Prossia 
as well ae the Kingdoms of Baxony and Hanover, the Dachies of 
Schleswig, Holsiein,  Mecklenbarg, Oldenburg,  Druvswick, 
Nassau, Sexe-Cobarg and Saxe-Weimar, with the Electorate of 
Hesse. The s cobd empire would embrace Catholic Germany, and 
oorsist of Austria Proper, Bohemia, the Kingdoms of Bavaria aud 
Wartembn’g, aud the Duchies of Baden aud Hesse-Darmstadt 
The two E uperors would each reside temporarily at Frankfort, aud 
a single parliament, representing the whole of Germany, would 
be held in that city. If the male lice of one of the Emperors should 
become extinct, the chief of the oth«r іс peris! house would become 
Emperor of the whole of Germany. Itis of course understood that 
the consent of France to thie project is to be obtatned by the 
c«ssion of the territory оп the left bank of the Raine; that of 
ltaly by the cession of Venetia; ond that of Ruisis by the trang tr 
of the Polish provinces which belong to Austria ùd Prussia 
This plan је called іо G«rmauy Ovan! de Bitmarck о idea.

MILITARY BALLOON-SIGNALS 


Mr Henry CoxwELL, says on this subject :—" The employment 
of telegraphic signals on the occasion of my recent ascent from the 
Oryetal Pa ace bas, Iam glad to say, created some iuterest among 
military aud scientific шей, Just absut ten years аро, when I sug- 
gested the use of reconnoitriug balloons in the Crimea, I devised 
and experimented with а set ot semaphore signale. 1 then ascer- 
taiued that they could easi;y be worked, and that their action could 
be seen and underatood by observers in possession of their meaning. 
From communications I have received since September 22ad, it 
»ppears that, for ten miles in а south- west, south, and easterly di- 
rection, the signals, with the atd of glasses, could ђе distino:ly seen; 
and, althoogh on this afternoon they were merely set in motion 
without avy definite meaning, still it is satisfactory to learn that 
aerial telegraphy can ђе made the mediam of imparting valuable 
ivformetion, either to the inhabitants of a Jarge area, or, if 
necessary, to the select few who may alone have the key to their im- 
port. For example, if used for scientific purposes, say as an aerial 
observatory to announce the tims of day. This could be accom- 
p ished by the dropping of в large bla:k ball down а rope а few 
bundred feet lmg. By thie means а numerous population could 
bave а visiole iutimation of the exact hoar, or of any o'her subj«ct 
of which simul'aveous observations aro desirable Bat more espe- 
cially, I believe, for müitary signale would the idea prove worthy 
of adoption, A balloon, just ъз [ used mine for Gove nment expe- 
riments at Aldersbot and the Arsenal, could bo let up with ropes, 
kite-feshioa, aod the siguals se? in motion, either to direct the evo- 
Intions of an army. ог to couvey seo et iatelligence to the coom- 
maucer-io-chief.

THERE is а class of cases whioh, in various forms, occupies а 
large pnd, we fear, an increasing space in our police reports, bat 
phiob, irom its very nature, із seldom made the subjeot of poblio 
comment. it represents & criminal tendency, nevertheless, which, 
upless it be clesrly recognised end sternly repressed, may grow in- 
sensibly into an intolerable evil. The common feature of all these 
cases, in which the injured party sometimes appears es prosecutor 
and sometimes эз defendant, ів the fale imputation of some im- 
moral act, more ог less odious. Whether it be only gross impro- 
priety or в crime of the worst kind that is charged »gaiust the 
unhappy victim of the slander, aud whether the object be to extort 
money or to iuflict pain, the character of the offence is essentially 
the ваше. The urgency of this subject is brought home to our 
minds by two cases tried reapeotively at the Thames and Lambeth 
Police-courts. The former was that of a surgeon accused of offering 
violence to a girl in his own houge. The girl hergeM positively 
&wore to the fact, though it appeared thst she had paid nothing 
&bout it for two days, had been twice to the defendant's ‘surgery 
piter the alleged posurrance, and had subsequently admitted, in 
the presence of witnesges, that nothing improper had passed. 
ВИН she had managed to convince her father and а 
female relative of her veracity, and adhered to her tale be- 
fore the magistrate, while the medical evidence was such 
аз to be consistent with its probability. It is impossible to say 
what the decision would have been had the surgeon actually been 
at home pt the time specified. No number of mitmegses to character 
could here rebntted positive assertione ypshsken, во far as appears, 
by apidepae of the complsingat's previans immorality, and zendered 
фу other circumstances. Happily, sn alibi wag proved so 
gs to leave no doubt whatever on the miad of Mr. 
elie. Whe errand-boy, fixing the date with perfect accuracy, tes- 
tified that bis master was opt jong before and until long after the 
honr in question. Other witnesses accounted for the defendant's 
movements hour by hour during the interval, and their testimony 
was confirmed by his joarnal. lt was also shown that no sooner 
did he hear of the slanderous rumour than he sent for the girl's 
father, and taxed him with spreading lying reports, whereupon he 
was assault:d by the father. For this the latter was bound over 
to keep the peace by Mr. Belfe, who pitied him as the innocent 
victim of a delusion. Whether the magistrate’s forbearance in 
speaking of the daughter on the groand that she had betrayed, or 
might have betrayed some oddity, was equally reasonable, is 
more than doubtful, when we find that she had onos boasted *' thet 
she could make any married man jealous of hia wife, or any mare 
ried woman jealous of her husband.” A similar conelusion, bat 
with equal impunity to the culprits, terminated the inquiry in the 
other case.

accompanied their royal highnesses to the railway terminns, and 
there, ва sell ae all &long the thoroughfares, they were met by cor- 
dis] mavifestations uf popular opiuton. I'he parting betweeu the 
royal families was, one might even say, affectionate, the meub-re 
reapectively daring the iuterval covered by the visit haviug been 
thrown so constantly together that they learnt to esteem and sp- 
р ec ate each other even more than at the outset they might bavo 
been prepsred to до. Priace Oscar, with several Вод во оботе 
ia bis suite, scoompanted the Р‹йшбз aud Princess of Wales to Gut- 
tenonrg in the special train. Avoat half-paat eigtto’oluc’ a dinner 
party, to which some eighteen or twenty gentlemen were invited,

held on board the royal yacht. There were also uem the Swediah

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A ROYAL HUNTING PARTY IN 
SWEDEN. 

Тик boot on which the Prince of Wales and the 
King of Sweden started last week, travelling by 
a night train, did not prove to be successful, 
though the day was fall of enjoyment. A Stock- 
holm correspondent gives the following account 
of the hunt : — 

“This night traveling was less fatiguing to 
them than it would have been to travellers by an 
ordinary train, as their oarriages were fitted up 
with berths like those of a ship. Then there was 
wine on board, and а commuciestion between the 
priocipal carriages, so that the earlier portion of 
the night ад pss.ed very pleasant! Та one 
oarriage was the King, the Prince of Wales, aod 
Prince Jobu of Gluck« ibug; in another, Prince 
Oscar, Prince Auzustus, and the members о! the 
English legstion, Mr. Hamilton and Mr. Heneage, 
to whom the King has, during this visit, shown 
especial kindness and courtesy. They all turned 
in after а while aud got а few hours’ eleep. At 
seven they reached Огеђго, where the whole party 
tarned ont and had a standing breakfast Almost 
every one present was a me~ber of a certain 
hunting clab, of which the King is chief, and 
wore the uniform—lobg boots, greenish trousers 
вод coat, and grey hat with green ribbon and 
feather. In fact, every one present bel. voged to 
tbe olab, except the Princ»of Waler, for the mem- 
bers of the legation had just been enrolled by the 
King, thongh во lately that they had not been 
а! lo to procure the dress They were, therefore, 
dressed like the Prince of Wales, in a plain shoot- 
ing costume, with long boots. The breakfast over, 
Carriages were mounted, and the hunting party 
set oat for the rendezvous where the beaters had 
been crdered to attend.

It was among the rules 
that no prisoner should go within three feet of 


‚ the window, а rule ex'remely difficult to observe 


in the cro »ded prisons of the South. Обер, by 
acoident or unconsciously, an offiver would go near 
а window and be instantly shot at. In the Pem- 

berton buildings near by as many as fourteen 
shots were fired ina single day, and verv frequently 
a prisoner fell killed or wounded. It became a 
matter of sport to ‘kill a Yankee.” Onoe the 
guard caught sight of Lieutenant Hammond's 
hat throogh a boarded enclosure where there 
were no windows, and came within an inch of 
mardering him. Major Torner, the keeper of 
Libby, remarked, “ Tne boys are in want of prac- 
ticə.” The sentry ta'd “he had made а bet he 
would kill & d—d Yankes before һе came off 
gnard." Almost every prisoner had such an in- 
cident to tell. Throughoat the Sontbern prison 
system it is a regular sport to kil’ Yaukees. Tha 
gnarda were never reproved for their willingness 
to commit murder. ‘I'he daily ration in the с. 

cers’ quarters in Libby prison was а small loaf 
of bread, abont the size of а man’s fist, made of 
Indian meal. Sometimes it was made from wheat 
flour, but of variable quality. 1t weighed а little 
over half-a-ponud. With it was given a piece 

of beef weighing two ounces. “I would gladly,” 
said an officer, "have preferred the horse-feed 
iu my father's stable” The corn bread began to 
be of the roughest and coarsest description. 
Portions of the oob and husk were often found 
ground in with the meal The orust was so 
thick and bard thet the prisoners called it iron- 
clad. To render the bread eatable they grated 
it and made mush out of it, bat tbe orust th-y 
could not grate. Now and then, after long inter- 
vale, often of юану weeks, a little meat was 
given them, d hes two or three mouthfuls. At 
a later period, they received a pint of black peas, 
with some vinegar, every week. The peas were 
often full of worms ог maggots in a chryeslis 
state, which, when they made soup, fluated on 
the surface — New York Herald.
